Lived Here SO Years; 


Agent of U. S. Express 


Nearly Half Century 


Albert T. Clinton, a resident of La 
Crosse for the last fifty-three years, 
and agent for the United States E x ­ 
press company for almost half a cen­ 
tury, died this morning at 3:40 o’clock 
of heart trouble at his home, 217 South 
Seventh street, after an illness of al­ 
most tw o months. 
Mr. Clinton had 
been failing for the last two wreeks 
and the end was not entirely unex­ 
pected. 
Mr. Clinton was born in Canton, N. 
Y., in June, 1831. 
W hen stili a young 
man he came to Milwaukee. Wis., to 
seek his fortune in the growing west. 
Then 
he went to Waukesha, Wis., 
where he was married to M ary W a t­ 
son in 1852 . T w o years later 
Mr. 
Clinton came to L a Crosse and has 
resided here continuously. 
Mr. Clinton engaged in the general 
merchandise business 
in 
La Crosse 
on arrival here. 
Later he engaged iii 
the hanking business under the name 
of Cramer & Clinton. 
A few years ago Mr. Clinton re 
signed as the agent for the United 
States Express company and led a re* 
tired life for a year or two. 
About 
one year ago he opened a real estate 
office at 626 Main street. 
In this work 
he prospered and w as engaged in it un­ 
til the time of his death. 
Old settlers, 
pioneers of La Crosse, often gathered 
here and recited reminiscences of an 
early day when La Crosse was a roll­ 
ing prairie and a house or tw o dotted 
the banks of the placid Mississippi. 
Last fall Mr. Clinton disposed of 
his large 
house. 
Seventh 
and Cass 
streets, selling it to D. E. Bice. 
In 
reclining years the property was too 
cumbersome* for him to handle. 
He 
had resided on the property for fifty 
years and it was with a pang of regret 
that he disposed of it. 
Since then he 
had made his home at 214 South Sev­ 
enth street. 
Relatives were notified early in the 
week of the general failing of Mr. 
Clinton and notified to be present at 
once if they wished to see him alive. 
Several arrived and were present at 
the bedside when death came. 
N o arrangements for the 
funeral 
have been made. 
The announcement 
will be made later.

Reports issued by the census bureau on the almshouses of the United 
States afford some interesting matter for reflection. 
Almhouses’ population is on the increase. 
But the increase has not 
kept pace with the increased population of the country. 
Compared in this 
way, there has been a startling decrease. 
In 1880 there were 132 alms­ 
house occupants to each 100,000 of population, says the News, St. Paul. 
In 1890 it was 116.6 and in 1903—the last statistics—it was down to 101 4. 
Very few immigrants occupy our almhouses. 
Also there are fewer 
negroes than would be expected when the average poverty of the colored 


race is considered. 
W ith all the outcry against “foreigners 
filling 
our 
poorhouses,” they arc shown to be self-supoprting. 
And it may be said 
to the credit of the colored people that they are more inclined to care for 
their aged and indigent than a large class of the whites. 
Sixty per cent of the inmates of the almshouses are over 50 years. 
Many have been unfortunate or have suffered mishap. But the larger 


number have neglected in the days of thrift to save up something for a 
rainy day. 


Against this background of penury and suffering, which is not so dark 
as had been surmised, is the brighter picture painted by the census. 
The mass of the American people are increasingly prosperous 
They 
are not only making a good living—and Americans are the best livers on 
earth—but are putting by a surplus 
This fact is shown not only by the 
decreasing pauperism, but by the reports of the savings banks and build­ 
ing and loan companies. 
And if the propensities of the predatory rich who seek to steal more 


than their share from the common people can be limited by law, a still 
greater prosperity may be experienced.

lines for the greater safeguarding of 


travel, is now providing electric block 
signals on some of its divisions, and 
it is probable will later on extend 
them to other divisions. These signals 
have recently been installed on the 
northern district of the W isconsin di­ 
vision and plans arc being made to 
place them on 120 miles of the main 
line of road between the T w in cities 
and Chicago. 
II. C. Hope, 
superin­ 
tendent of telegraph on the Om aha 
branch of the Northwestern system, 
has 
prepared 
an 
interesting 
state­ 
ment concerning the operation of the 
block system along the lines of the 
road. 
In speaking of the new electric 
block signals being installed he says: 
I he automatic block signal, is of 
the semaphone type and is electrically 
operated. 
T h e presence of a train in 
one block 
autom atically 
displays a 
' stop” signal on the block signal iii 
its rear and a “ caution” signal oil the 
next block signal in the rear; thus 
an 
approaching train 
meets both a 
“ caution,” and a “ stop” signal 
be­ 
fore it reaches the block that it oc­ 
cupied. 
This applies to trains run­ 
ning in one 
direction 
only on 
tile 
same track. 
W here trains are run in 
opposite directions on the same track 
the presence of a train in a block 
autom atically sets signals to “ stop'* 
position both in its front and rear. 
rile automatic block signals 
are 
com ing into genera! use, and being 
automatic they eliminate to a great 
extent the human factor of careless­ 
ness and forgetfulness which are ever 
liable to arise in connection with a 
manually operated signal. 
O f the ordinary type of block signal 
lie says in part:^ 
T h e "block system ’’ is not a farce. 
It is a very effective method of pro­ 
tect ng trains from rear and head-end 
collisions. 
A n adequate block signal 
system accom plishes this result and 
when collisions do occur it is due not 
to the failure of the “ block system ,’’ 
but to the failure o f em ployes to ob ­ 
serve certain definte rules governing 
its operation. 


T h e annual or telegraph block sig­ 
nal system consists of signals placed 
at 
stations, 
the 
track between any 
tw o stations, open for business and 
adjoining each other, being termed a 
block. 
# 


A s operated on the Chicago, N orth ­ 
western road, the signals are operated 
by telegraphers and, when not cleai- 
ed for a train, arc kept at the “ stop” 
position, thereby preventing a train 
from entering the block from either 
direction if another train is already 
in that block. 


Before a telegrapher m ay allow a 
train to enter a block he is required 
to exam ine his block record and as­ 
sure himself that no train is in or 
has been given permission to enter 
that block; he must then call up the 
telegrapher at 
the block station 
in 
advance and instruct him to hold all 
opposing trains for the one about to 
enter the block. 
T h e other telegraph­ 
er sees to it 
that Ins signal is at 


“ stop” position, exam ines his 
biock 
record and if 110 train has been given 
permission to enter or is already in 
block states he will hold all opposing 
trains for the train about to enter 
and makes record of the transaction 
on his block record. 
T h is procedure 
follow ed— and, of course, train orders, 
if any, are handed in the usual m an­ 
ner— the first telegrapher makes rec­ 
ord, places 
his signal in 
“ proceed” 
position, allows train to enter block 
and 
then 
restores signal 
to “ stop” 
position. 


It will he observed that to *h a ve 
a collision in the block an engineer 
has to disobey a stop signal or the 
telegrapher to inadvertently 
give a 
clear signal with a train in the block. 
A llow in g 
for 
extraordinary 
cases, 
such as the engineer suddenly becom ­ 
ing incapacitated and failure of train 
control, failure of em ployes to o b ­ 
serve the rules is brought to a m in­ 
imum on m any roads by effective in­ 
structions and dicipline. 
W hen an engineer knows that run­ 
ning a “ stop” means :nstant and per* 
mancnt dismissal he will observe the 
signal. 
This is proven by a series of 
tests made by the Northwestern sys­ 
tem in 1906, not a single failure to 
obey signal being detected in a total 
of over 1.600 instances com ing under 
observation.

ST. P A U L , Minn., Jan. 16.— Eleven 
mildred millions of dollars a year for 
he next five years must be spent by 
he railroads in providing additional 
rackage properly to care for the busi- 
les.s now in sight, w th o u t taking in­ 
to account the natural increase, said 
President Jam es J. Hill of the Great 
Northern, in a letter to 
Governor 
Johnson, which tile Minnesota execu­ 
tive has made public. 
Capitalists arc not going to spend 
this vast sum, the railway magnate 
continues, as long as there is so much 
popular agitation against 
the 
rail­ 
roads that the future is made imcer- 
ain. 
Consequently there is likely to 
ie a congestion of bushless ti at will 
make the present “car shortage" seem 
nsignificant. 


A fifteen-foot channel in the Mis- 
dssippi river from St. Louis to the 
gulf 
Mr. Hill says, would go far to­ 
ward relieving the congestion in the 
southwest. 
But even with this aid, lie 
says, traffic must be decentralized, for 
the 
railroads are unable to add to 
their terminal and transfer facilities 
in the larger cities at any price, and 
must arrange to trails their traffic in 
the smaller towns, where land can be 
had at a reasonable figure. 
Traffic has been increasing 
more 
rapidly in recent years, Mr. Hill says, 
than at any former period. 
At the' 
same time new railroad construction 
has fallen to th% lowest ebb in de­ 
cades. 
Most roads, he says, are using 
their tracks to their utmost capacity, 
so that adding rolling stock will only 
increase the congestion. 
He backs up this assertion with the 
following figures, showing the growth 
of railroad mileage and business in 
the past ten years:

icrsonal belongings. 
As the deputy sheriff stepped up to 
he door Moore opened it and shot at 
him. 
Pearl 
reached for 
his pistol, 
but failed to get it,, for Moore shot 
twice, wounding the officer badly in 
the shoulder and back. 
The farmer then walked up to his 
screaming wife and fired at her, the 
bullet striking her in the breast. After 
this he mounted to the hayloft of his 
barn, fired a shot into his own head, 
cut several deep flesh wounds with 
the other shots and then taking h s 
knife hacked away at his wrist and 
finally at his throat in an effort to cut 
a large artery.
